o f ritual murders. While Hiller, Go ebbels 
and o thers also preach the creed o f racial 
hatred, Slreicher has dev elo ped it inten­ 
siv ely. Fo r a while, he seemed to be to ler­ 
ated rather than appro v ed by the Nazi 
I'egime. 
A district leader in Westphalia 
deno unced his sav age metho ds o nly re­ 
cently, and liis bitterly anti-Jewish paper, 
Der Stuermer, was suppressed fo r a time 
a few weeks ago . 


No w, ho wev er, Slreicher is accepted as 
a leading light o f the mo v ement. He has 
been welco med to Berlin by the party, 
and deliv ered a sav age anli-Jewish tirade 
there la.^t week befo re 50,000 perso ns. 
F urth e r actio n against the Jews, already 
o stracised and bo yco tted, are in p r e p a ra ­ 
tio n iiiido r his guidance. 


Since the Nazis to o k po wer two and a 
half years ago , the mistreatment o f Jews 
has been carried o n. They hav e been bar­ 
red fro m pro fessio ns, public po sitio ns and 
many fo rms o f emplo yment, }*estricted in 
educatio nal o ppo rtunities, o usted fro m o r­ 
ganizatio ns, depriv ed o f justice by the 
co urts, bo o ted, assaulted and impriso ned. 
The Nazi answer to critics o f these tactics 
has been to po int to the fact that Jews 
still remained in business, but the o bject 
o f the renewed driv e no w seems to be to 
driv e them fro m this field also . Resto ra­ 
tio n o f the mediev al ghetto has been urg­ 
ed, and there are pro minent adv o cates o f 
driv ing all the Jews fro m Germany. 
It wo uld be ei’ro neo us, o f co urse, to 
v iew o nly the plight o f the Jews in fo rm­ 
ing an estimate o f w h at Nazi-ism stands 
fo i’. Their })ersecutio n is co nspicuo us, but 
they are o nly o ne o f the gro ups under at­ 
tack by the masters o f Germany. The Ca­ 
tho lics, 
liberal Pro testants, 
Freemaso ns, 
So cialists and all believ ers in demo cratic 
and pacific ideals feel the lash as well. 
The labo r unio ns hav e been crushed. Aca­ 
demic freedo m has been thro ttled. W o m ­ 
en hav e been returned to the slav e status 
o f mediev al limes. The Neo -Pagan cult, 
directed at destructio n o f religio us co n­ 
cepts stemming fro m bo tli Old and New 
Testaments, is spo nso red by the party. 
The peo ple as a who le hav e been depriv ­ 
ed o f freedo m o f speech, o pinio n and 
press, o f all civ il rights. 


The attack o n the Jews began to pro ­ 
v ide a scapego at fo r the sufferings o f 
Germany in the war, inflatio n and depres­ 
sio n. It speedily became a smo ke-screen 
fo r the destructio n o f all liberal principles, 
which Fascism must annihilate. No w that 
the eco no mic crisis is deeping in Germany,
